[apply the others dek£t : Which is very evident to be feen h for 
the Diaphragme being made ufelefs by Ioofing its Nerves, the 
Intercoftd Mu{cle$ do dilate the Ribs much more than formerly, 
even to the utmoft diftance they can, when there is need for it; 
as, when you make the Dog run a little after he is cut, or when 
yea gallop a wind- broken Hoxfe^ doth manifeftly appear. 

3. The manner of Refpiration being the fame in a Dog,whofe 
Diaphragms Nerves are cut, and in a Wind- broken Horfe, 'tis more 
than probable, that the Caufe may be as nearly the fame, as the 
Signs are 5 and that, though there may be other faults found in 
the Lungs of fuch Creatures, yet 'tis very likely, they may be 
induced from the weaknefs of Refpiration, but that they had 
their occafion from the Relaxation or Rupture of the Nerves of 
the Diaphragme at firft ; which will feem more credible, if we re- 
member,that by the draining of the Midriff too much (by which 
the Nerves may be quite broken or ftretcht beyond their proper 
tone) mod: commonly that accident happens. 

^Anatomical Observations on a Humane Body, dead of odd Dsfeafes ; 
as thvy were communicated by Dr. Nathanael Fairfax, 

Young Maid of Rumborough in Suffolk, when (he was about 
^\ thirteen years of Age, took chaly beats for the Green-fick- 
nefs, and found fomc relief by it, but was after much pent in her 
wind. From 16 to 22 (he much affiifted her felf for the Death 
of her Father and Mother, and the misbehaviour of a Brother ; 
during which time,fhe had every year an acute Difeafeor two. At 
1 8, fhe was very weakly, clogg'd in her Cheft, and melancholy. 
If fhe went out in a windy day, (he was fain to make haft in, for 
the Wind, {he [aid, was ready to choak her. She was a very flow 
walker, going up Hill or up Stairs with much difficulty. She 
was now obferved to be very thirfty, ufuall drinking at Bed- 
time, and in the night too, fomctimes 5 elfe, (befaid, fhefhould 
be choakt with drought. Between 2 1 and 22 of her age, going 
down flairs, (he heard a frightful jolking in her Bread- which 
Hie then made known to the reft of the houfe, who when (he 
ftiewM them the manner of it byfhaking her Body, joyn'd all 
with her in the wonder,concIuding(as mod would have done by 
the noife) that her Bread was almoll lull of Water. She took fe- 
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vera! things of Dr. Browne and others at Norwich for about fix 
Months time, without finding Relief. Haifa year after, toward 
Mhhaelm.is, uppn taking a flight cold, Hie was fo ftopt up, that 
fhe could only whifper ; nor could (lie lie flat, but rear'd up with 
pillows. I being lent for,caufed prefently a Vein to beopen'd,as 
an Expedient only to make way for a freer Circulation, and 
room for Nature to disburthen her (elf. Within lefs than an hour 
fhe got breath, and foon after grew as well as (lie was before. 
She affitm'd, (lie never fweat in her life, nor could it be procured 
by ordinary Sudorificks. Being defirous to add an Empirical 
remedy, I gave her three of Matthew's Pills, which did fweat her 
lightly, but beyond what ever fheremember'd. Several daily 
Dofes of LockieSs Pills, 4 per Dofe, remov'd the julking^/Z^ [aid, 
lower to the Midriff: when (he, fearing an Hyper-cttharfis, laid 
them by for two or three days, and then taking them up again, 
could find no further alteration by them. She could never lie on 
her left fide. In the t $d year of her Age, in Winter, fhe had a 
dangerous Feaver, with a Diarrhea, but came off. In her 24^, in 
Winter again, fhe got cold, was quite ftopt up, after fire or fix 
days fell into a Convulfion e're fhe was bied, through want of care 
in thofe about her. By late bleeding he had prefent eafe 5 and 
chear'd up in the Evening, but died the next Morning. 

I had leave from her felf, whilft living, and from her Rela- 
tions, when dead, to open her Body • which I did accordingly. 

Firjf therefore I cleav'd afunder the Breaft-bone from the Car- 
tilage, called Enfi-formis, to the Neck 5 when, laying open the 
hollow of the Thorax, there fteam'd out at firfta very offenfive 
fmell, notwithftanding the fharp froft there was at that time, it 
being about Chrijlma*. Then making way to lay open either fide 
of the Sternum, I was furprifed to fee (as I thought) almoft the 
whole Cavity of the Thorax empty above, ( as the Body lay fu- 
pine) and filled with nothing but thick Milk beneath. But fearch- 
ing further,I found there was only all'the right fide of the Cheft, 
and about a third part of the left, in that condition. It took up 
in the part to the Neck- ward a hand-breadth, and ran three fin- 
gers thicknefs to the left of the Medi&flimm. The Liquor was 
like Cream, or rather like a fize of Spamjb white, having a call 
of yellow like Beejiings^ for putting a fpoon into it, from the 
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bottom I took up 3 thick clammy matter, juft like that SpamfJj 
white, that (Inks to the bottom of its fize. In quantity it might, 
be about three Pjnts, contained in a Bag, which v/as capable to 
hold as much more and better. The bag ran along from the left 
fhoulder, to the utmofl: of the right fide of the Midriffs not 
ftreight along, nor ftifly ftretcht,.but about a hand-breadth from 
its rile it went directly down to the Midrilf,with which it doled 
all along. Its skin or coat was thicker than that of the ftomach, 
as well as its capacity larger, in as much as the Flexures of the 
Ribs joyn'd with it,and made up above half the compafs. Where 
it adhej'd to the Midriff, 'twas near a finger thick: And in one 
place, where I endeavour'd to feparate it from the Midriff, I hit 
upon a thinner Bag, whence iffued out two or three fpoonfuls of 
fheir water: How it got in, 1 found not* The Mediajlimm was 
either wholly wafted,or elfe woven into the thicknefs of the Bag, 
as was alio the Pleura, as far as the Bag reached. It lay loofe and 
flapping from the MtJxilUr to the cheft, having bc^ti before 
filled and diftended either with Lewd or the Liquor. All the hol- 
low was bedabled with the wallowing of the Liquor about, as 
is the Oufe by the Ebbings and Flowings of the Tide in'a.Chan- 
neh That Lobe of the Lungs > which fliould have been on the 
right fide, was gone, and that on the left, wafted to near a third 
part. In the Lower Belly all was well. 

Dr. Brcwn faith, he hath met with the like in an Italian Au- 
thor. His opinion was to falivate her. I had thoughts of a Pa- 
racaithefis, or Tapping between the Ribs; for bythenoifeof 
the Liquor, and by her not enduring to lye on the left, I conclu- 
ded it muft be in a Cyftis on the right. But if that had been done, 
the Bag being too thick might have mortified. The Jolking 
was exa&ly like that of Water or Milk. This Woman was as 
Flat-breafted as a Man. Whether the Liquor proceeded from the 
falling down of the chyle from the AxilUrs, is a Qudre, but feems 
to carry in it fome what of probability, But I muft not reflect. 

Two other Anatomical bfervation 5 } imparted by the fame hand. 

1 . A certain Serving-mtn about 27 years of age^died Hydropic al, 
which Difeafe he was jnaolefted with 4 years before his death. He 
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was ever aiiftlefs D dulL>and melancholy fellow 5 never chearful nor 
fmiling, efpecially for ten years before he died. His words came 
from him as if forced, and fpeaking but a little, he would end 
with a figh. When open'd, he was found to have the left Lobe 
of the Lungs almoft quite wafted $ but no Ulcer, nor ought pre- 
ternatural appearing in the remaining part, except its wafting. 
The heads of the Vejfels and branches of the Wind-pipe as big as in 
the other Lobe. That Lobe of the Liver, which buts on the 
Mid-riff* was black outwardly for about a hand breadth,and about 
a thumbs breadth within the Parenchyma. Other parts found. 

2. The other day I took notice in the Corps of a Felon, that 
whereas ordinarily the Preparing Vejfels arife on the right fide, 
out of the Cava, as on the left, out of the Emulgent, his right 
Vas preparans fprang clearly from the right Emulgent. 

Divers Inftances 

Of Peculiarities ^Nature, both in Men and Brutes- commu- 
nicated by the fame. 

I. One Mt.Morley of Bury St. Edmonds, in an Afihmatick di- 

ftempef, was advifed by fome to take down a fpoonful of 
good Englifh Honey • which being done, the Patient fell into an 
Universal fwelling, as if he had fwallow'd the worft of Poyfons. 
Mr. Goodrich being haftily called in tofavelife, prefcribed him a 
common Sudorifick, which in competent time relieved him. They 
then made enquiry at the Apothecaries, Whether nothing were 
amifs in the Honey ? and they protefted, it was altogether right- 
But to be affured of it by Experiment,they afterwards got the like 
quantity at another place, which was given with the very fame 
frightful event, and the party was cu- f •

of them to be Honey> the Lady foon acquainted him with her Antipathy to that fubltance ; 
whereupon that Application was immediately removed, and another more proper for 
the Patient put in the place, with good fuccefs. 
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
